Cabinet to ‘formalize’ 
invitation to Sadat 


Post Diplomatic Correspondent 
The Cabinet this morning is ex- 
pected to examine the possibility of 
promoting a concrete breakthrough 
in Middle East negotiations as a 
result of the weekend exchange of 
peace declarations between Egyp- 
tian President Anwar Sadat and 
Premier Menahem Begin. 

A senior official In Jerusalem said 
last night that he would not be sur- 
prised if the Cabinet embarked on 
the ‘‘formalization" of Its invitation 
to Sadat to come to the Knesset for 
negotiations "now that the project 
appears to have passed the 
declarative stage." 

In a speech last night at the Tel 
Aviv Hilton Hotel, Begin said: "In 
the name of the government of 
Israel, I hereby officially invite 
Egyptian President Sadat to come to 
Jerusalem to conduct talks on a per- 
manent peace between Israel and 
Egypt." Begin was addressing 
members of the Keren Or delegation 
(fund for the Israel Defence Forces) 
from Paris. [ 

Sadat yesterday reiterated his 
readiness to enter peace 
deliberations with Israel through the 
Knesset platform. However, he 
cautioned that his government would 
not sign a separate peace treaty with 
Jerusalem. 

Speaking to a delegation from the 
U.S. House of Representatives Arm- 
ed Forces Committee — which has 
already visited Israel — Sadat said 


that if it were possible for Begin “to 
settle with me, why doesn’t he settle 
with others." 

Sadat said that a Middle Bast 
settlement would have to be based on 
Israel’s withdrawal from all 
territories that the Arabs lost In the 
1967 war and the establishment of a 
Palestinian state. In an obvious 
reference to Begln’s rejection of 
these two principles, Sadat said that 
he was not laying down these 
demands as preconditions to 
negotiations. 

When asked about his declared 
willingness to come to Jerusalem, 
Sadat said he wanted "not only to sit 
with Mr. Begin but all the 120 
deputies.” He then added; "1 did not 
receive an invitation yet." 

In contrast to the past, when 
Sadat's flirtations with Israel were 
confined to foreign audiences, the 
Egyptian leader’s statements this 
time were given wide coverage In 
the Cairo press. 

Also In contrast to the past, the 
Egyptian state-controlled news 
media gave wide coverage to 
Begin’s extraordinary direct appeal 
for peace to the Egyptian people on 
Friday. (See full text, page 2.)

WASHINGTON. — President 
Jimmy Carter has confirmed 
that Egypt and Israel have 
accepted "a negotiating paper" 
on procedures for reconvening 
the Geneva Middle East con- 
ference. 

In an Interview on Friday with 
out-of-town newspaper editors, 
the President called upon Jor- 
dan. Lebanon and Syria to do the 
same "without too much more 
delay.*' Carter's remarks were 

released in a formal transcript 
by the White House yesterday. 

Carter did not provide details of 
the "negotiating paper," but U.S. 
sources later confimed that the 
president was referring In general to 
the U.S.-Israel "working paper" on 
procedures for Geneva. Eg}’pt Is 
reported to have accepted the thrust 
of that paper. 

American sources said that Egypt 
and Saudi Arabia were exerting 
pressure on Syria to follow suit so 
that a conference can get off the 
ground. Jordon and Lebanon will 
follow Syria's lead, the sources said. 

Meanwhile in Cairo, the semi- 
official newspaper "Al-Ahram" 
reported yesterday that the U.S. has 
sent Egypt a new formula to 
reconvene the conference with 
Palestinian participation. 

The formula would have the U.S. 
and the Soviet Union — co-chairmen 
of the parley — Invite the Arabs to 
form one delegation "with Palesti- 
nian participation," the paper said 
in a dispatch from its correspondent 
In Washington. 

"The Invitation would include 
topics on the agenda — Israeli 
withdrawal from the occupied Arab 
territories and the Palestinian 
cause." the paper said. 

Egyptian foreign ministry officials 
were not available for comment. 
Foreign Minister Ismail Fahmy and 
his top aides are in Tunisia where 
Arab foreign ministers are discuss- 
ing a unified Arab stand on (Seneva. 

The newspaper report said the new 
American suggestions were in 
response to Egyptian "remarks’* 
relayed to Washln^on on October 19 
on the previous U.S.-Israel "working 
paper." 

In his interview with the editors 
Carter said the Middle East conflict 
is "one of the most difficult and com- 
plicated questions" that he ad-

Kb&lldy, a Palestinian research 
fellow at the Harvard Centre for 
International Affairs, and Prof. 
Kisham Shirabi, a Palestinian 
scholar at Georgetown Univeraity 
here in Washington, are the two most 
commonly-named Palestinian 
professors now living in the U.S. 

Several Informed sources yester- 
day speculated that Egyptian Presi- 
dent Sadat was probably referring to 
either Khalidy or Shirabi when he 
told a delegation of U.S. 
Congressmen that be had proposed 
to Prerident Carter that such an 
"American professor” of Palesti- 
nian ancestry lead the Palestinian 
delegation at Geneva. Sadat is 
reported to have said that PLO 
dudrman Yasser Arafat. agreed to 
the idea. 

U.S. officials were being tight- 
lipped yesterday In disclosing the 
name of the Palestinian professor 
for fear that advance publicity might 
kill the whole idea. The Americans 
had asked Egypt to put together a 
list of suitable Palestinians who 
might become members of the un- 
ited Arab delegation at Geneva. 
Egypt has been coordinating this list 
with the PLO and other Arab states. 

Israel refuses to allow "known" 
members of the PLO to participate 
at Geneva. Neither IGialidy nor 
Shirabi are "known” members of 
that organization, although both 
clearly sympathize with it. 

A reliable source said that Khalidy 
has always Identified with the so- 
called "moderate” or 
"mainstream” wing of the PLO, 
headed by Arafat. But Shirabi. In the 
past, waa Identified with the more 
radical "rejeetionists," headed by 
George Habash and other members 
of the Popular Front (or the Libera- 
tion of Palestine. 

The source noted, however, that 
recently Shirabi has aligned himself 
more with the Arafat camp, and 


would probably be acceptable to the 
PLO leader at this time. 

Shirabi Is an American citizen, 
while Khalidy is not. Khalidy Is a 
professor at the American Universi- 
ty of Beirut and the head of the 
Institute for Palestine Studies there. 
He has been associated with Har- 
vard for a year and a half. 

In the past. Israeli officials main- 
tained that only Palestinian Arabs 
actually living at this time in the 
West Bank or the Gaza Strip would 
be eligible to attend the conference 
as members of the Palestinian 
delegation. 

American officials have been con- 
sidering a proposal which would see 
Palestinians from outside the West 


Bank-Gaza Strip region as eligible to 
attend the conference. But Israeli of- 
fielRls maintain that they would 
refuse to go along with such a 
proposal. 

Khalidy Is an eloquent and 
knowledgeable spokesman. He has 
spoken throughout the U.8.. urging 
the creation of a Palestinian state on 
the West Bank and Gaza Strip tbat 
would live in peace with Israel. 
Earlier this year, he participated in 
a weekend seminar sponsor^ by the 
Chicago Council on Foreign 
Relations » a seminar that was also 
attended by thcn-lsraell consul In 
Chicago, Ambassador EAiud Avriel, 
now a senior adviser to Foreign 
Minister Moshe Dayan.

Peres says U.S. 
stands by paper

Meeting with Isr.tcli reporters 
here following talks with Vance. 
Vice President Walter Mondale, 
National Security Ad\i.^er Zbigniew 
Brzezinskl and other senior U.S. of- 
ficials, Peres said on Friday the ad- 
ministration accepts the fact that the 
Israeli government has gone about 
as far os possible in making con- 
cessions on procedures for Geneva. 

Peres also said that no one had 
complained to him about Prime 
Minister Memihem Bogin's policies. 

In fact, one senior U.S, official ac- 
tually praised Bogin's "flexibility." 

Regarding the procedures. Peres 
said that he came away from his 
talks with the Impression that the 
U.S. mny try to find Sbrne formula 
whereby the united Arab dcleg.itfon 
may be allowed to remain in session 
for a longer period than the opening 
meeting of the conference. But Peres 
said he doubted whether Isrsel 
would agree to such a proposaJ, even 
if It were clear that the matter was 
mainly symbolic. 

Peres also said that the six-point 
formula put forward by Brzezinskl In 
"The New York Times" last week 
regarding the future of the West 
Bank and Gaza Strip was not all that 
far removed from the tj’pe of-thing 
he (Peres) bad been suggesting over 
the years. 



Saudis lift ban on entry of 
Israeli Moslems into country

Saudi Arabia yeaterday lifted a 
three-decade-long ban on the entry 
Of laraeU Moslema to its territory on 
the MHwiai MmCatw ^igrimaga (ftaj). 

At, ochoIaI spokesman in Amman 
said last ni gh t that his government 
has received a cable to tide effect. 

The Saudis said that Moslem citizens 
of Israel will henceforth be allowed 
to enter the desert kingdom (or 
pilgrimage, providing they are 
equipped with Jordanian travel 
documents. 

The Jordanians bad expressed 
willingneaa to issue such documents 
but cautioned that the Saudi decision 


to lift the ban on Israeli Moslems 
came too late for this year’s 
pilgrimage, which takes place next 
Sunday. Moslems from other coun- 
tries have already set out on their 
pilgrimage. 

It was not clear whether the Soudl 
move also applied to trips which 
Moslems make to their holy places in 
Mecca and Medina on occasions 
other than the great pilgrimage 
which marks id al-Adha (feast of 
sacrifice). 

In announcing yesterday’s 
development, both Saudi Arabia and 
Jordan referred to Israeli Moslems 
as "Moslems of Arab lands occupied 
since 1948."

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New ‘Land Day’ looms 
over Majd el-K«rum

The death of Ahmed Massari dur- 
ing last Tuesday’s riot at Maid el- 
Kurum after an UlegaUy-bulIt house 
was demolished by the authorities 
may result in the calling of a general 
Arab protest, “similar to that of 
Land Day” next month on the 40th 
day after Massarl’s death. 

At least that is what three Arab 
and Druse committees, which met 
yesterday in Nazareth, intend to 
propose. They plan to convene a 
meetiog in Nazareth, in two weekks’ 
time, of ail Arab local councils and 
public organizations, at which the 
proclaiming of a day of protest will 
be discussed. 

Land Day is the name given to the 
riots among the Israel Arabs on 
March 30. 1976 to protest the ex- 
propriation of land In Galilee. Six 
Arabs were kiled in the course of 
those riots. 

The groups that met yesterday 
were the Oommittee of Arab Local 
Councils, the Committee for the 
Defence of the Land, and the Druse 
Initiative Committee. They discuss- 
ed the problem of illegally-built 
houses in general, and last 
Tuesday’s incident in particular. 

They demanded that a public in- 
quiry be conducted, and decided to 
send telegrams of protest to the 
Prime Minister and the Interior 
Minister. They also urged all Arab 
local councils to bold protest 
meetings and to collect contributions 
to aid Majd el-Kurum villagers who 
suffered bodily Injury or property 
damage, ^e sum of ILIOO.OOO is said 
to have been collected already In 


Majd el-Kurum itself. 

Meanwhile, former Police 
Minister Shlomo Hillel (Alignment) 
has submitted to the Knesset 
Speaker a private member’s bill that 
would empower the district courts to 
order the builder of an unlicensed 
structure to have It demolished at his 
own cost, and to order his detention 
pending compliance. 

Hlllcl contends that the situation 
has become intolerable, the demoli- 
tion of a house now calling for the 
provision of a strong police detach- 
ment and the mounting of a 
carefully-planned operation. 

In Majd el-Kurum, life is now back 
to normal aAcr a two-day strike. 
Local council chairman Nour 
Othman. supported by the public 
committee set up after the incident, 
prevailed on the residents to end the 
strike. 

Workers went back to work on Fri- 
day, shops re-opened, and local 
council services resumed. Tester- 
day. school classes were resumed. 

Twenty villagers remanded for 15 
days were refused permission to at- 
tend Masri's funeral on Friday after- 
noon, . which was attended by 
thousands of persons from Galilee 
and the Little Triangle. 

The funeral passed without inci- 
dent, but a strong force of police and 
border police stood by at the nearby 
Carmiel junction. The condition of 
Khalil Othman, who was wounded in 
the riots and sent to Rambam 
Hospital in Haifa, is still critical. 

Testerday, the police released 
from detention Hussein ECtwon, who 
built the house without a permit, and 
his father. The two had been 
remanded for 48 hours. 


Katz favours tax amnesty 
if money used to help poor

Tisrael Kats, the new Minister of 
Labour and Social Atfairs, said on 
Friday that be would agree to » 
cabinet decision on an amnesty for 
tax evaders if the “black money” 
returned Is channelled into sociaT 
purposes. 

Kats, who was speaking on Friday 
to a group of neighbourboi^ activists 
in Jeru^em's Katamon quarter, 
cited three pre-conditions for any 
discussion about the proposed 
amnesty. First, any money made 
availaUe should be re-allocated 
towards the rehabilitation of the 
worst slums and poverty pMkets in 
Israel. Second, he demanoed the 
beefing up of the present tax- 
collection system, and genidne taxa- 
tion (maajt emei). The minister's 
third pre-condition was much 
tougher punishment tor tax-dodgers. 

The problem of an amnesty tor tax 
evaders, he said, had very seriotis 
social and moral ramifications. If an 
amnesty is to take place, there is a 
moral onus to return the moneys ac- 


crued to the state coffers and to ear- 
mark them for social purposes, he 
emphasized. 

Commenting on the provteional 
budget proposal. Katz said he 
thought that. In light of the new 
economic policy. It was crucially im- 
portant not to make any cuts in the 
social policy budget, so as to prevent 
the further weakening of low wage 
earners. He stressed that be was not 
speaking of those already classified 
as "needy.” such as pensioners or 
families on public assistance, but of 
low wage earners who have been hit 
by the NEP. He added that be was 
pleased that “no final decisions” 
have been made on the budget and 
th jtt there was still a great deal to 
thrash out at the cabinet. 

It is estimated at the Ministry of 
Labour and Social Affairs that as 
much as 50 per cent of Israel’s wage 
earners have been severely hit by 
NEP.

(CofitiBsed from page one) 
per cent In exports, in real terms. 

The new budget aims at shifting 
development expenditures from the 
State budget' to the private capital 
market, but development budgets 
for which that alternative does not 
exist in practice — in agriculture, for 
example — have also been cot sharp- 
ly. The Government will taeacefoith 
finance only 46 per cent -of 
agricultural inimstment. instead of 
70 per cent up to now. That includes 
new agricultural settlements, except 
thoee beyond the Green Une. 

The local authorities will not get 
more money from the central 
government. They will have to in- 
crease their taxes and retrain 
expanding their services even to 
keep up with population increase. 
Local rates wilt go vp s-10 per cent 
more than price inflation. Develop- 
ment projects will be cut down — 
thus, the Dan region eewerage pro- 
ject will not be begun. 

The police will get more money, 
and so will the Prison Services; the 
Qvil Guard, however, will have to 
cut down on its salaried staff. The 
Foreign Ministiy and the hOnistty of 
Religious Affairs will receive the 
same amount, in real terms, as at 
present. 

The Education Ministry will have 
to absorb all of the population in- 
crease by reducing still farther the 
number of school classes. In ad^tion 
to that reduction, which will save 
ILlSOm.. the Ministry will have to 
cut another ILieOm. from its budget. 
There will be no new programmes, 
hi^ school classes wU get fewer 
hours, there will be fewer teacher- 
college classes, school meals will be 
cut, and parents will be asked to pay 
higher tuition fees. Small high- 
school classes wUl fie cancelled. 

Higher education will get mneh 
less money. The budget has been cut 
in half, In nominal terms — from 
ILl4lm. in the current year to 
ILTOm. University students and their 
parents will have to bear the brunt. 
Also, there will he no money for new 
buildings — not even to fiadsH those 
already started. 

The Health Ministry will likewise 
not receive more than it does now. 
There will be no additional doctors, 
nurses, or services. The budget’s ex- 
planat^ notes advise the ministry 
to eliminate hospital beds to release 
money for additional services. The 
development budget is to remain at 
the same real level as now. 

The Labour and Social Affairs 
Ministry will have its wings clipped 
by lL60m. There will be fewer 
children in dsy-care centres and 
boarding schools, and those who iv- 
maln will have to pay more. There 
will be little additional investment, 
but some expansion of vocational- 
training fapDltiM will be provided 
for. 

The bousing buget will be cut 20 
per cent. In real terms. While the 
economy needs 30,000 new flats a 
year, the budget foresees new starts 
of publicly-financed housing of only 
3 . 000 . The budget-makers hope that 
the rest will be provided by private 
enterpxise, with the help of land 
sales to private coatraetors. For the 
elimination Of alums there will be 
only ILl50m. 

Mozlgages will not keep up with 
the rate of price Inflatimi, except for. 1 
those the seedy. In tlteM 

agricultm^'^settlemefrts, loans for' 
re side ntial constructi^ wlU be cut'' 
at the same rate as for urban bous- 
ing. In new agricultural settlements 
the budget for housing will be out 
from ILfiOOm. this year to IL230m. 
next year. 

The Ministry of Energy and In- 
frastructure will get no funds for 
new oil exploration, and the Electric 
Corporation will have to raise the 
capital for expansion in the private 
money market. Fuel will cost more, 
for the budget intends to create an 
ILTOOm. surplus in the EquaUzation 
Fund — which means that gasoline 
will prophably go up to ILlO a litre.

Shavit optiiinistic on NEP, 
but industry ‘nee^ help’

TEL AVIV. ^ Avraham Shavit, 
president of the Manufacturers 
Association, said here on Friday that 
althoi^ be was “more optimistic 
tb m a fortnight ago” about the new 
economic policy, several industries 
would be finding themselves in "dire 
difflculty.” 

In an address to the Commercial ' 
and Industrial Club, he sidd industry 
should be given preferential treat- 
ment by the authorities, beeause it ia 
“the backbone of our strength.’* 
Cheap credits are essential, as well 
as the ri^ to dismiss redundant 
workers. “If the secretazy-geneial 
of the Histadrut Interprets' 
liberalisation as the right of workers 
to demand the highest wages they 
can get, the manufacturer must be 
able to choose his workers according 
to merit and pay them what they are 
worth,” he stated. 

At present. Shavit said. In- 


dustrialises are told tot only where 
to buy raw.maieriais'and to wbom 
they must sell their produce at what 
prices, ’’but we cazmot decide on the 
numb^ of woricers the maaufac- 
turix^g process remtires.” ' 

Shavit described the la^Kiitition of 
a 25 per cent surcharge on raw 
materials in stock as “virtual ex- 
propriation.'’ He said. *‘We have 
stocked materials In compliance 
with the governmeiR’s request to 
keep ti>ia country supplied in ease It 
is cut off fironi his sources by strikes 
or war.” 


Though the workers may be the 
largest sector directly affected by 
the new situation, "It is demagogy to 
ftiaim they axstbs only ones,” Shavit 
said. “Several industries will find 
themselves in dire difficulty, and the 
government must help them, 
because they perform a national 
function.” '

• The other, endorsed 101-1 with four 

' abstentions, called on Israel to stop 
removing Palestinian refugees from 
their camps in the (3asa Strip and to

for the return” of those already 
•removed. 

Israel voted against both 
Resolutions. Costa Rica and 
-. Nicaragua abstained from both. fDie 
-U.S. and Canada abstained on the se- 
cond. 

• ^e outcome guaranteed that both 
resolutions would be adopted by the 
Assembly itself, where the same 149 
countries are represented as in the 
committee. 

Mvjorie Craig Benton, a member 
of the U.S. delegation, explaisd the 
abstention, saying it was illogical 
that “a resolution which puxports to 
relieve the plight of the refugeee 
calls for their return to eamps."

Bamawi was one of seven persons 
rounded up In October 1987 for plan- 
ting a bomb at tbe Jerusalem Zion 
cinema bouse, nie bomb was dis- 
covered and dismantled. Bamawl 
and tour other accomplices were 
sentenced to life. 

Her sudden deportation was 
enveloped in an air ot mystery as all 
officials concerned declined to dis- 
close the reasons for her release. 
Her family, which lives la the Old 
City of Jerusalem, said she was IS. 

Her release came five days after 
the deportation to Rome of Greek 
Catholic Archbishop EUarlon Capue- 
el vdio was convicted of smugging 
weapons to terrorist cells in 
Jerusalem. Like Capucei, Bamawl’s 
release bad been demanded in tbe 
past by Arab Ujaekers.

iHammer said to favour J’lem school

The Education Ministry and the 
Jerusalem Municipality are in con- 
flict over the perscmal intervention 
of Education Minister Zevulun 
Hammer into the affairs of the 
Horev Independent Religious School. 

According to a ministry statement 
last week, a strike over severe over- 
crowding at the school was averted 
through the minister's Intervention, 
and "a Joint ministry-municipal 
committee was set up to deal with 
tbe problem." 

However, school buildings are the 
responsibility of the local 
authorities, who have a specific 
budget for this. According to 
municipal sources, until recently the 
ICnlstty never interfered In this 
area. 

The other exception was last 
month when the ministry mlsed the 
money for the expensive rental of a 
building in GIvat Shaul for the Noam 
school, and promised that constme- 
tlon of a brand-new building would 
start next year. 

Noam, like Horev, is an indepen- 
dent religious schoU. which is in- 
spected by the ministry but has a 
free hand with adirn—inna policy and 
curriculum. 

Both schools maintain selective 
admissions and Ugh academic stan- 
dards. Neither of them is committed 
to the declared municipal policy of 
social Integratldh. 

Asked by The Jeruetzlem Poet why 
he thought the minister had chosen 
to take a personal Interest in Horev, 
Yosef Gadlsh, deputy mayor in 
charge of education, said tersely. 
Ask the minister." Other officlala. 
who asked to remain anonymous, 
said former minister Aharon Yadllu 
had first made promises to Noam, 
and Zevulim Hammer was showing 


favouritism to schools for the 
religious elite. One official called the 
minister "an enemy of Integration." 

Asked by Thf Pont why the 
minister had not taken an interest In 
the delapidated buildings of the Nit- 
sanim State Religious School for 
retarded and brain damaged 
children, a source dose to Hammer 
said the minister was "deeply con- 
cerned" about Nltzonlm but a parent 
had only turned to him eight days 
ago. 

According to both Nitronim and 
ministry sources, u^ent messages 
about Nitsanim have been submitted 
to the minister over tbe put month. 

Horev. like a number of other 
schools in Jerusalem is severely 
overcrowded. Last year, however, 
the city promised the school another 


Storey if it would accept disadvan- 
taged children from the nearby 
Koshet State Religious School in 
Katamon. 

The school's principal. Rabbi 
Yehuda Poliak, told The Post In 
September that integration would 
mean the destruction of his 700-pupi) 
school. He expl.iined that he had 
boys in the fourth grade already 
studying Gemara and that he could 
not pm disadvantaged pupils in the 
same classroom with them. iFor 
orthodox Jews there are certain 
areas in the study of Bible and 
Talmud which a boy must, if he is 
able, study by a certain age. t Poliak 
also complained that the local disad- 
vantage cMldren. who arc Sephar- 
dim, generally have a much lower 
standard of religious observance.

2 West German terrorists captured 


AMSTERDAM. — The Ministry of. 
Justice wlU probahly extradite to 
West Germany the two West Ger- 
man terrorists ci^tured on Thurs- 
day night in a bloo^ gun battle In a 
quiet Amsterdam residential dia- 
trret, according to Nicholaas 
Mesachaert. Amsterdam's chief 
public prosecutor. 

Mesachaert said yesterday that 
the extradition of the two — one of 
them sou^t In the death last month 
of kidnapped industrialist Hanna- 
Martin Schleyer — had been re- 
quested by Bonn. 

So far, Dutch authorities have 
been unable to get any Information 
out of the two — Cairistoph Waker- 
nageU 26 and Richard Schneider, 28 

on terrorist activities. 

Wakernagel. who is on the official 
list of 16 extremists wanted by Bonn 
in connection with Schleyer's 
murder, has refused to speak to 
police. Re is demanding to see hJs 
lawyer. 

Schneider remains critically ill 
and unable to speak, with bullet 
wounds In his bead, lungs and back 
from the shootout. Wakernagel also 
was wounded. 

Messchaert said yesterday that 
Uie two men were at present being 
detained on suspicion of the 
attempted manslaughter ot three 
Amsterdam police officers — all 
slightly wounded In the gun battle. 
The three policemen were all wear- 
ing buUetiiroof vests. 

The shootout occurred after 
Wakernagel and Schneider left their 
rented apartment to make a 
‘ telephone call. Messchaert said the 
apartment occupied by the two men 
had been Inadvertently discovered 
two weeks ago while police were In-

The two Germans were cut 
down by police fire as they emerged 
from the telephone booth. 

Wakernagel, a former actor az>d 
film-maker, and the other 19 on 
Bonn’s official list have been the 
most wanted criminals in West Ger- 
many since Schleyer was found dead 
in the boot of a car at Mulbouse, 
southeastern France on October 19. 
The remaining 19 are still at large 


and security officials fear they will 
strike again. 

Wakernagel is suspected of orai- 
«Tig some of the messages to leftist 
newspapers end also of filming the 
video tapes of Schleyer lued by the 
kidnappers In their attempt to ex- 
change the industrialist for 11 
terrorist prisoners held in West Ger- 
man jails. 

The lawyer that Wakernagel 
demands to see is Peter Bakker 
Schut. who is due to defend SOiut 
Folkerts, a West German who goes 
on trial in Utrecht on December 6 for 
his alleged role in a September gun- 
flght there In which one Dutch 
policeman was killed. 

Schneider was beUeved to have 
taken part in the bombing of a 
courthouse In Zweibruecken, 
southwest Germany, al most two 
weeks ago.

According to a government 
spokesman. Algeria was the - only 
cqumry whose response was 
’’unaeceptafale” although the 
Algerians reportedly indicated a 
wilUngneas to cooperate In the anti- 
hijacking campaign. 

After Tuesday’s cancellation, a 
high level West German delegation 
led by State Secretary Dieter 
Froehlich met with officials in 
Algiers to discuss Bonn’s security 
plans. The results of the meeting 
were not disclosed, but the Algerians 
apparently satisfied tbe German 
delegation about their security 
plans. 

The stepped-up security follows a 
threat by West German terrorists to 
blow up three Lufthansa jetliners 
starting this lUesds^. 

In letters to Lufthansa and foreign 
news agencies, persons claiming to 
be members of the terrorist Red 
Army faction said the planes would 
be blown up in flight in memexy of 
jailed terrorists Andreas Baader, 
Gudrunn Ensslln and Jan Carl 
Raspe. who committed suicide in 
their cells on October 18. 

bi the U.S. a Ooast Guard official 
on Friday said armed boats are 
patrolling the waters off Boston's 
Logan International Airport as part 
of a security programme directed by 
the Federal Bureau of In-vestigation.

war powers 


PRETORIA- South Africa (API. — 
The South African government 
adopted wartime powers on FVid^, 
enabling the country’s minister of 
economic affairs to compel local and 
South African-based companies to 
produce strategic and military goods 
if the need arises. 

Four previously unused sections of 
the t976 Natioaai Supplies Act were 
brought into operation by proclama- 
tion. published in the Pretoria 
government gaseite. 

Economic Affairs Minister Chris 
Heunis said last week that the action 
was being taken to ensure the supply 
of goads and services if deemed 
necessary or expedient in the in- 
tercets of the state. 

He said the move was to reduce the 
^'strategic vulnerability'* of South 
Africa. It followed a decision by the 
UN last week to impose a mandatory 
arms embargo on white-ruled South 
Africa as one way to censure Its re- 
cent crackdown on the country's 
black conscioiisness movement. 

Under the new powers, the 
minister can order the supply to the 
government of needed ■ goods, in- 
cluding armaments, by foreign- 
owned South African-based sub- 
sidiaries. as vwU as local companies. 

Failure to comply with the govern- 
ment order could result In the 
seizure of both gtiods and property 
and heat'y fines. 

In the mounting crackdown on 
blacks, police arrested 626 persons, 
including 198 schoolchildren, in a 
house-to-house sweep through the 

Atteridgeville-Faulsville black 
township near Pretoria on Thursday. 

police threw a cordon around the 
township Thursday morning and 
stopped cars and buses going in and 
out of the township. The afac-hour 
r.-iid was supervised from the air by 
police In a helicopter. 

Brig. H.L. Abimtt. division eom- 
missioner of police for the northern 
TVansvaai protnucc, said the raid 
was to combat criminal elements in 
the tovn»hip.

The Passbook Law requires blacks 
Co carry an identity book and to ob- 
tain government permission to live 
and work in white areas. *nie law is 
used by white-ruled South Africa to 
control the movement of rural 
blacks in urban areas.

Panicked reMdenta of Iri, which 
has a population of llO.OOO. fled into 
the streets in a rush for aafe^ after 
the shock waves ripped across the 
town. 

The explosion plunged Iri Into 
darkness and goug^ out a erster 10 
metres across. The railway station 
was left a twisted mass of steel and 
charr^, overturned freight ears. 


Police first thought the explosion 
may have been triggered accidental- 
ly by a burning cigarette.

WASHINGTON (AP). — The man 
who conceived the laser — and was 
then frozen out of work on tbe ray- 
gun device because he was classifled 
a security risk — now stands to 
take a ^ant aUce of the multi-bilUon 
dollar laser industry, as a result of 
court action last week. 

The Inventor, R. Gordon Gould, 
says be never became bitter during 
the 18-year legal battle he waged to 
establish his U.S. patent -- even 
when the military classified his work 
and seised the notes he had prepared 
while dqing research at New York's 
Columbia University, 

Now. he's savouring the satisfac- 
tion of a long-awaited triumph, while 
tbe laser industry braces itself for 
the possibility ot having to pay out 
new licence fees and royalties. 

Gould, vice-president of a small 
optical fiber firm in (Mthersburg, 
Maryland, has been granted a patent 
recognizing ><iw» as toe developer of 
the system which uses solid 
matcri^, such as a ruby, to generate 
the laser beam. This type of laser 
represents about one-tUrd of the 
high-inteasity light devices now in 
use. 

Laser sales eurrentiy are running 
at an estimated 3 lb. a year, end are 
projected at 3Sb. by 1984. TTie 
dericcs are used for many purposes, 
iacludlag delicate surgery, 
trazumlssimi of 'photographs, metal 
cutting, measurement taking, com- 
mtmlcatioss relays and military 
appUcations.

CAIRO (Ofiis). — “I will not hide 
trom you, sons, before tbe 
decision to go to war...our economic 
situation bad reached sero. Tliere 
was nothing left for us to do but enter 
the battle, whatever happened. After 
the October 6 (1973) war we received 
3600 million, which served our 
economy and gave us a new life." 

This statement by President 
Anwar Sadat to Egyptian student 
leaders in August 1974 caused con- 
sternation. The 1978 "glorious war of 
liberation" had been, after all, mere- 
ly a cynical business transaction 
with human lives rated at their 
lowest. An^ almost a year later, 
there was no evidence of the "new 
life." 

The “open door economy" that 
followed the war was slow In getting 
off tbe ground. There was no 
evidence of the massive infusions of 
foreign Investments, gifts, loans and 
credits tbe government bad 
predicted In announcing the new 
policy. In the meantime Egypt need- 
ed to earn hard currency and petro- 
doUars, hut was poor In expo^ble 
produce and manufactured goods. 

Sadat turned again to the human 
element. "We shall export man- 
power," he decided. 

There was no need to urge Egyp- 
tians to get out and away firom a life 
In which daily problems were grow- 
ing In inverse proportion to the op- 
timistic official prognostications.

Cold war in Somalia

WASHINGTON (Gemini). — A 
growing body of evidence suggests 
that the Carter Administration, in a 
bid to outmanoeuvre the Soviet 
Union in north east Africa, en- 
couraged the three-month-old un- 
declared eonfUct between Ethiopia 
and Somalia. 

Although officials here strongly 
deny that the U.S. encouraged the 
pro-Somalia offensive in Ethiopia’s 
Ogaden province, a key f“t*^ 
Somalia’s decision to back the offen- 
sive of the Western Somalia Libera- 
tion BVont fWSLF) was the impres- 
sion given, in public and pnvat^ 
that the U.S. and its allies would 
provide military aid. . 

Until recently, Somalia had been 
the Soviet ‘Union’s closest ally 1“ 
AfHnft. totally dependent militarily 
on the Soviet Union, but as the 
Soviets became more deeply com- 
mitted to Somalia’s longstamtog 
rival. Bthio^ USSR-Somalia ties 
deteriorated. None the less, the 
Soviets find themselves in the 
bizarre position of being the ni^ 
arms supplier to both sides in toe 
first large-scale war between two in- 
dependent African states.

Given 
Egypt’s conflict with Libya, which 
iina moved closer to the USSR, and 
long-standing Saudi efforts to ^cct 
Soviet influence in north east Atnea, 
recent U.S. policy decisions reflect 
American support for Saudi goals. 

U.S. overtures to Somalia were 
evident in April. Carter was quoted 


in Time magazine as ordering his I 
Secretary of State, Cyrus ‘Vance, and I 
National Security Adviser, Zbigniew , 
Brsezinski, "to move In every posai- ; 
ble way to get Somalia to be our ! 
friend." Also In April, a U.S. ! 
economic aid team was well receiv- j 
ed to Mogadishu. : 

’Then, In June. Carter explained 
his idea of "aggressively challeng- 
ing toe Soviet Union and others for 
Influence in areas of the world that 
we feel are crucial to us now or 
potentially crucial." 

Carter mentioned Somalia as a 
ease In point. Soon after, Vance — in 
a major speech on U.S. Africa policy 
— raised the possibility of providing 
arms to Somalia. 

At this time, in June, shortly 
before the war heated up behind-the- 
scenes, U.S.-Somalia diplomacy led 
Somali President Siad Barre to 
believe he had the "gfreen light" 
from toe U.S. for the C%aden offen- 
sive. 

INTERVIEWS' WITH various U.S. 
officials indicate that there was a 
conflict in the policy-making ap- 
paratus between White House aims 
of challenging the Soviets and 
Africa-oriented advisers who took 
Somali claims of non-alignment 
more seriously and feared a Cold 
War approach would eliminate 
possible leverage in Ethiopia. 

Reportedlyr Washington was 
shocked at the dimensions of the 
fighting which has left more than 10,- 
000 dead, and also feared Somalia 
might pursue territorial claims to 
northern Kenya and Djibouti. In 
mid-August, the U.S. decided 
against any arms deal and moved 
towards a more even-handed 
posture. 

The shift in U.S. policy indicates 
that State Department Africa 
specialists are playing a larger role 
in policy-making, and many such 
specialists argue that Ethiopia with 
a population ten times that of 
Somalia Is still the most important 
state in the region. 

These analysts suggest that toe 
DERG may soon moderate its 
policies and lean away from the 
USSR. But except for what U.S. of- 
ficials describe as "a trickle" of 
spare parts, no military equipment 
is expected to be forthcoming. 

U.S. nfWMni. admit that they have 
little leverage in the conflict which 
they describe as "between conflic- 
ting nationalisms." In line with the 
overall African posture of the Carter 
Administration, the U.S. would like 
to see an "African solution." 

Most observers view it as unlikely 
that the Organization of African Uni- 
ty (OAU> will resolve the conflict, as 
it involves a aaered OAU principle, 
the inviolability of Inherited borders. 

It appears that the volatile politics 
of the Horn of Africa have had their 
dose of superpower rivalry. If the 
Carter Administration has learned a 
lesson In taking non-alignment 
seriously, Somalia, now having 
alienated both superpowers may ^

In toe ease of the non-profesalonal.

The flood of savings emigrants were 
going to send home turned out to be a 
dribble and the argument that export- 
ing manpower helps reduce the pop- 
ulation pressure also proved Il- 
lusory. ’niere are about 39 million 
Egyptians today and the yearly in- 
crease is about one million. 

The labour force la 9,700,000 but 
rou^ly 10 per cent is ou^de the 
country. According to the Ministry of 
Manpower, the percentage of the 
population’s contribution to man- 
power does not exceed 27 per cent, 
whereas it stands at 60 per cent in 
developed countries.

TEL AVIV. — Tale Professor Irving: 
jF^her was quoted as saying, a few 
days before Wall Street's "Black 
Tuesday," in 1929, that "stoeks are 
210 W at what looks like a permanent- 
ly higb plateau." This quotation 
rests now in the Davey Jones locker 
of quotati^ that sounded just right 
at the time they were uttered. 

Last week's predictions by one of 
the country’s leading eonsulti&g 
companies of "realization of share 
investments and a reduction of share 
prices." as a result of the new 
economic policy, was trampled by a 
rampaging herd of bulls through the 
Tel Aviv Stock Exchange. For- 
tunately, our predictions average 
did not suffer — we perceived the 
bulls just before the herd turned the 
comer and arrived on the scene. 

The general share index was up a 
atupef&g 27 points and trading 
volume was in the order of lL230m. 
a day. The Index-Unked bond maritet, 
on the other hand, had difficulty' 
maintaining the levels established 
during the first week of trading after 
the NEP was announced. The 
steadying influence of the Bank of 
Israel was felt as the central bank 
supported prices from falling. The 
intervention is necessary if the Bank 
of IsTEiel is to be able to market new 
Issues in the near future. Trading 
was very active, averaging IL.90m. 
a day. 

Getting back to the equities 
market, a careful analysis of price 
movements last week Indicates a 
degree of selectivity directly related 
to those shares which should out- 
perform the market as a result of the 
NBF.

Biggest gain in year and half 


NG:W tore rAP). — The stock 
market, suddenly Infused with op- 
timism. burst out of a 10 -month 
slump last week and ran up its 
sharjMst gain In more than a year 
and a half. 

Trading volume accelerated to Its 
fastest pace since mid-summer on 
the New York Stock Exchange. 

The Dow Jones aver^ie of 80 In- 
dustrials leaped 36.95 points, posting 
its strongest weekly showing since it 
gained over 52 points January 5-9 of 
last year. Standard and Poor's 500- 
stock index .was 95.8, and the 
NICE'S composite index of more 


than 1,500 common stocks tacked on 
2.43 to 62.70. 

Big board volume averaged 25.81 
million shares a day, peaking on Fri- 
day at 35.26 mllUon — the seventh 
largest total In exchange history. 
The story was the same at the 
American Stock Exchange, where 
the market value Index surged 6.45 
points to 118.38. 

It remained to be seen, of course, 
whether stock prices had reached a 
final turning poilnt after the long dis- 
mal spell that set in at the start of 
1977. But analysts said a number of 
factors appeared to be working In 
the market's favour. '

Badminton league on Tuesday

Jerusalem Peat Sports Reporter 
TEL AVIV. — Sixteen teams are tak- 
ing part in the Israel Badminton 
League’s second season of competi- 
tion, which gets under way on ^es- 
day. This compares to_only eight 
teams a year ago, when the fledgling 
Badminton Association of Israel 
(BASIS) Inaugurated the 
programme. 

The league has been expanded into 
two divisions — the second com- 
prising northern and southern sec- 
tions — and there will be promoltlon 
and relegation. BASIS president Jeff 
Green said on Friday. 

A feature ot the programme is 
matches between men and women 
players, believed to be a new 
development in competitive sport In 
Israel. Women were only eng^ed in 
friendly games during last season 
with the league restricted to men. 

The association will host its first 
overseas badminton team in April, 
when the Lindholm club of Alborg, 
Denmark, comes here for lO days. 
Its Itinerary will include a match 
against Israel's national side, which 
made its bow In the badminton tour- 
nament of last July's lOth Mac- 
cablah. The Danish elub are 
reciprocating a visit a local team 
made to Alborg in 1976. 

Israel — which Joined the 80-nation 
International Bachninton Federation 
(IBF) earlier this year — has 
meanwhile become involved in the 
dispute now wracking the badminton 
world over Aslan demands for 
Taiwan's expulsion from the IBF, 
and its replacement by mainland 
China. 

Tbe MaJaysian-based Asian Bad- 
minton Confederation, one of several 
regional groupings within the IBF. 
has now decided to leave the federa- 
tion and set up a “rival” body to be 
called the World Badminton Federa- 
tion. 

BASIS recently received an invita- 
tion from the Asian confederation in 
Kuala Lumpur Inviting Israel to 
send a delegate to a preparatory 


meeting there later this month of the 
breakaway organisation, of which 
China is a founder-member. This 
correspondence marks a rare sports 
contact between Israel and 
Malaysia, which In the past has 
always refused to grant entry visas 
to local sportsmen. 

Geffcn reported that Israel does 
not want to become involved in the 
dispute over Taiwan and he has sent 
a "ndn-commltuU” reply to the in- 
vitation. Israel has not yet Joined 
any regional grouping of the IBF, 
but several European countries have 
offered their support should It decide 
to apply for membership of the Ghiro- 
pean Giadminton Union. 

However, the Taiwan Badminton 
Association has accepted an invita- 
tion from BASIS for its team to, if 
possible, visit Israel en route to Lon- 
don for the All-England cham- 
pionships in March, in which Taiwan 
plans to compete. 

The first division of the new league 
comprises .Ashdod, Ashdod “A”. 
Rishon Lezion and the first teams of 
Ashkelon. Kiron-Glvataylra and 
Pardea Hanna. Each side consists of 
three men and one woman, with tbe 
latter meeting each other in singles 
and also playing In mixed doubles. 

The second di'vision includes four 
new teams: Haifa. Klryat Haim, 
Zichron Ya'akov and the selected 
all-womb's side. (The remaining 
teams are made up entirely Of male 
players). It is hoped that the bad- 
minton elub now being set up In 
Jerusalem will also Join tbe league 
ahortly, said Geffin.

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Premature budget 


Finance Minister Slmiia Ehrlich's 1978/79 budget, submitted 
on Friday to the-cabinet but not yet accepted by it. seems to be 
the product of two magic figures. One is the attempt to adhere at 
all costs to the pre-announced date of January 2 for tabling it in 
the Knesset; and the other is the attraction of a round figure, 
such as ILiSOb.. as a firameworh. 

Neither of these figures makes much sense; nor does the 
budget itself. 

Mr. Ehrlich has Just carried out a major economic reform, 
the effects of which on any of the determinants of the budget can 
hardly be predicted so soon. A budget la a plan that must rest on 
plausible predictions; otherwise it becomes a statement of 
wishful thinking. And the latter seems to be the case wifii 
respect to this budget. 

Whether one agrees or disagrees with Mr. EhrUch*s thinking, 
surely it would be better were it not wishful. It would therefore 
have been more responsible to postpone preparation of the 
budget, to allow the economy at least an initial settling down to 
Mr. Ehrlich’s reform of two weeks ago. The attempt to force the 
budget-presentation train, however unready, to run on time, 
merely to adhere to the January 2 timetable, means that the 
budget — the most important expression of the government’s 
policy -- will not be in a fit state to be discussed by the Knesset 
and by public opinion. For, as things stand now, the details of 
the budget are almost completely opaque. 

The second magic figure is the overall limit of ILlSOb., which, 
after deduction of the amounts allocated to debt service and 
repayment, means a 35*per-cent increase in total expenditure — 
exactly the price increase now stipulated by the Treasury for 
next year. 

As it stands, the budget contains a series of inconsistencies 
that demand eTcplanatxon. If, for example, the price level in 
1978/79 turns out to be 3S per cent higher than in 1977/78, how 
can the budget assume that the exchange rate will average 
IL16.3 per dollar — a lO-per-cent average fall in the vsdue of the 
lira? How, with these assumptions, can exports be ejcpected to 
rise by 12 per cent in real terms? How can one square the 
prediction that the gross national product will go up by 4-3 per 
cent, while unemployment rises? How can one reconcile the 
constancy of real wages suid per-capita consumption with 
higher unemployment and higher effective taxation, even if the 
latter does not go by that name? 

The inscrutability of a budget which, on the face of it, seems 
unchanged in real terms from that of the current year is 
however penetrated to a large extent by the explanatory notes. 
These reveal quite clearly that this budget, in conformity with 
the declared policy of the government, will be regressive in its 
impact. All services will become dearer and all social services 
will be cut. There Is no word in the entire budget to so much as 
hint at an attempt — even if only to save face — to spread the 
burden more equitably. In fact, little is said at all on the revenue 
side of the budget. In addition, this budget is most unlikely to 
stimulate that revival of economic growlb which, by increasing 
the national cake all round, might make the way the cake is 
divided less important. 

Irrespective of what the final budget figures will be — and the 
estimates presented will clearly not stand — the trend is clear: 
there will be less social services, less education, less health, less 
Investment, less of everything that serves the' vast majority of 
the* population. 

Mr. Ehrlich’s hope is that the contraction of the government’s 
share in the economy will be compensated for by an expansion 
of private investment and output. He wants investment to be 
financed by the capital market, not by the budget. That is a 
laudable hope — but whether entrepreneurs will avail 
themselves of the opportunity to pay 40 per cent on their loans 
Instead of 22 remains to be seen. 

The 1978/79 budget is the necessary complement to Mr. 
Ehrlich’s reform of a fortnight ago. Without ft, there can be no 
complete picture of his economic policy. As It stands, however, 
the budget does not provide that complement. 

If. as Mr. Ehrlich has promised time and time again, 
economic growth is to be revived, social gaps are to be closed, 
and the balance of payments to be improved, the budget must 
reveal this. But from what he has submitted, the opposite seems 
true. The budget is sharply deflationary. While the haves have 
gained from his reform, the have-nots will be squeezed, and 
social gaps will increase. The assumption that price inflation 
can be held to 35 per cent while the lira devalues by no more 
than 10 per cent — Euid, taking world-wide inflation into account, 
by no more than an effective 4-6 per cent — bodes ill for our ex- 
ports and for the hoped-for improvement in the balance of 
payments. 

The minimum to be asked of any policy is consistency. The 
finance minister will do well if he t^es back his budget, lets 
thhigs work themselves out for a time, and then prepares 
something that makes economic sense. The burry to prove 
Ideological points can be destructive for the country. 


JPOSTSCRIPTJ 


THE authorities is Haifa responsible 
for street-names certainly chose a 
mixed bunch at their meeting this 
week. One showed an unexpected 
streak of Imagination, but some of 
the others may not be altogether to 
the taste of the local residents. 

It was a nice thou^, for example, 
to come up with Badtif Rayomi (The 
Daily Page) for a street is the 
religious quarter of Kirlat Shiauel In 
the Bayslde area. The name refers to 
the practice of religious Jews to read 
a page of the Talmud every day. We 
can only hope that it will not take the 
postman the same length of time to 
deliver a letter to that street as it 
takes at the rate of a page a day, to 
read the entire Talmud — which Is 


seven years. 

We wonder whether the municipal 
committee took a poll before naiwing 
two other streets — Rehov L,ehl, for 
the smaller of the two "dissident” 
underground resistance movements 
of pre-state days; and Rehov Hoahe 
Sneh. in BM Hacarmel-Danla nam- 
ed after the Hagana chief who later 
turned Commuidst. Wadi Nissnass is 
to have a s treet named after Shelah 
Shehadeb who was Deputy Mayor of 
Haifa in the '40s, while Rehov Axleh 
Katzensteln in the Bayside area 
commemorates the security agent 
who was murdered by terrorists 
while protecting El Al passengers la 
Germany.

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*‘WB MUST recognize the fact that 
wc have two peoples living in the 
same land, each desirous of preser- 
ving its own national and cultural iu- 
tegrtty.” However the Land of Israel 
is defined, few thoughtful people dis- 
agree with such a statement. In es- 
sence. this is the problem whose 
solution is the key to peace la the 
area. How can two peoples who are 
fated to live In physical prtndmity 
create a life together that will enable 
them to preserve their respective 
national and cultural Inte^ties? 
This question has taken on new 
significance as the pace of the 
peacemaking process tn the Middle 
Eut increases. 

The conventional response to the 
question has been a re-partition of 
the land west of the Jorian River, 
whether through a complete Israeli 
withdrawal to the pre-1987 lines, a 
withdrawal with "minor territorial 
adjustments," or a major re- 
drawing of the boundaries along the 
lines of the Allan Plan. More recent- 
ly, Foreign Minister Moshe Dayan 
has proposed an unconventional 
solution, namely, a fuacUonai rather 
than a territorial division in Judea 
and Samaria. 

Quite clearly, any suggvstlons for 
a solution to the problem of the 
Territories must be predicated upon 
the resolution of certain laxirer 
political socio-psychologlca! 
problems. At the same time, the 
prevailing conditions regarding the 
possibilities for peace can be sum- 
marized as follows: 

• All parties agree that some kind 
of settlement must be affected In the 
aftermath of the 1973 conflict. 

• The hostility of the neighbouring 
states toward Israel will only begin 
to dlTUlnish significantly some time 
in the future even If a settlement is 
achieved now. 

• At the very least, the security 
situation will require that Israel re- 
tain military control indefinitely 
over Judea and Samaria as well as 
segments of the other territories oc- 
cupied as a result of the Six Day 
War. 

• Any realistic settlement will have 
to provide ever-widening options for 
the political normalization of the 
relationship between Israel and the 
Arab population In the Territories.

Ehren so, with all the good will in 
the work!, it caonert prevent the £RA 
from using Eire as a staging ground 
for terrorist activities la tTleter, and 
a haven afterwards, except, 
perhaps, through draconian 
measures that would be intolerable 
for its own citizens. 

Even a responsibly led Palestinian 
state could not be expected to have 
nearly the same desire for peace as 
Eire, and would be even less able to 
control its "crazies." Such a state 
would be too small and poor in rela- 
tion to Its nef^boturs to be viable, 
and would therefore be extremely 
vulnerable to ejctremist eontroL 

A two-state arrangement confined 
to the western third of the original 
Land of Israel has- its drawbaelu for 
the Palestinian as well. TOt^, at 
least half of the -Palestinians live in 
Jordan, so such an arrangement 
would permanently divide the 
Palestinians rather than unite them. 


sharp ethnic and Ideological 
differences are involved, as they are 
in this ease. 


ASIDE FROM any other con- 
siderations, these four conditions 
rule out simply returning the 
territories to Jordanian (or Egyp- 
tian} rule. They also seem to rule out 
any unilateral Israeli action to incor- 
porate the Territories into the 
Jewish State without providing some 
mecuis of self-determination for their 
Arab inhabitants. Nor is a Palesti- 
nian state west of the Jordan River a 
reasonable option. For Israel, it 
could not help but be a nest for con- 
tinued terrorist activity. 

One need only consider the situa- 
tion in Ireland to understand why. 
The Irish Republic has no interest in 


The solution mooted in some 
quarters is the creation of a 
"Palestine" entity In the West Bank 
and the Gaza Strip, which would then 
be linked with Jordan In some ki^ of 
federal relationship. This would do 
little to solve the fundamental

Moreover, inequali- 
ty in such arrangements can be 
tolerated when the inequalities are 
more or less balanced, or are dis- 
persed among a number of oiUts fas 
in the United States or Canada) ;.but 
B confederation of one strong and 
one weak unit can only lead to 
frustration and repression or 
rebellion and war. particularly when 


THERE EXIST8 a very different 
method of deeding with the problem, 
and one which brad's policies over 
the past decade have actually made 
possible. This Is the establishment of 
shared or joint israeU-Jardanian 
rule over Judea, Samaria aad the 
Gsza Strip as part of an over-all 
settlement recognizing the rt^its of 
Jews and Arabs to hove a state of 
their own in the area of ori^sal man- 
datory Palestine. The technical term 
for such an arrangement is "con- 
dominium.” 

This plan envisages keeping the 
administered territories within 
Israel’s security orbit, while 
recognizing the Arabs/ need for 
meaningful political staCtlS in both 
arecto. formalizing the economic 
links between both banks of the Jor- 
- dan. and leaving local affairs in the 
hands of the local inhabitants. 

This solution would Involve an 
arrangement whereby, the 
territories as a whole would be plac- 
ed under joint IsraeU-Jocdanian ad- 
mlnlstration while local ad- 
ml^strative functions would be 
divided bn municipal lines.

Those who live in the ter ritori es — 
and it la expected that they will come 
to include an Increasing number of 
Jews — would be able to choose, as 
individuals, between Israeli and Jor- 
danian citizeUshlp and would also be 
able to maintain or establish, srif- 
goveming local communities at- 
tached to their reepective states of 
citizenship. Such an arrangement, 
would have the advantage of 
avoiding the problems of a separate 
Palestinian state or of incorporating 
a million reluctant Arabs into an 
equally reluctant Israel as full 
citizens. It would allow the Arabs the 
fUU right to prese r ve their national 
identity and pan-Arab connections 
and not jeopaiilize the Jewish identi-' 
ty or seeitfity of IsraeL 


NO DOUBT all tlie existing .Arab 
cities and townships bo the West 
H a nk woidd choose to remala Jorda- 
piaa-munielpahties with nhstantial 
internal autonomy. wl^tSioeelh'lbe 
Gaza Strip would elibose to te at- 
tached to. Jordan. gfring.thBt coun- 
try a sea outiet of its own to the west. 

The 'Etzlon Bloc, the Jewish - 
settlements in the Jordan Valley and 
the Samorian foothlUs. and those in 
and around the Gaza Strip, would 
form the basis for several regional 
councils under Israeli jurisdiction, 
or would be attaebed to existing 
regional eounefls west oi the 1967 
" g reen line.” iOryat Arba (Jewish 
Hebron), Maale Adumim, and other 
Jewish urban settlements would 
become independent cities under 
Israeli law si^ control. 

At the same time, the vacant state 
landswDOid, in tiie main, pass under 
Israel’s control, to give It added 
protoetioa. Jordan, in return, eonld - 
he given a presence and certain 
r^ts in Jemsalem. espeeialty over 
the Moslem hoty places. Other 
territory not included within (or 
otherwise separated from) the boun- 
daries of ejdsting towns or villages 
would be administered directly by 
the condominium atxt&Drtty and open 
to settlement by either Jews or 
Arabs (including the refugees). The 
creation of new towns and villages 
based on differences in national 
citizenship would a matter lor 
agreement between the laraeU Jor- 
danian authorities.

The Conservative movement and Halacha 


To the JSdUornfThe Jerusalem Post 

Sir. — MoAe Kohn quotes with ap- 
proval (October 9) the words of Rab- 
bi Moshe Zvl Neriyah that the 
Omservative movement’s claim to 
be part of the Halachlc tradition Is 
akin to calling "water, wine." 1 know 
people who consider Rabbi 
Neriyah’s ofSllation with Monism 
heretical and \rix> believe tiutt Ms 
drink is as watery as that of the 
Conservative Halachists. 

ZEohn's (and Rabbi Neriyah’s) dif- 
ficulty stems from their inability to 
recognize that people can be serious 
about Halacha and not come out at 
the same place they do. Unable to 
cope with the seriousness and 
reasoning of their opponents, they 
choose rather to read their in- 
terloeuters out of the community 
rather than confront the argument 

They also have an inaccurate view 
of the HalacMc process over the cen- 
turies. Hundreds of traditional Tniles 
and institutions have been modified 
and abolished in the course of the 
long tradition of Judaism. Rahhl Zvi 
Hlrsch Ctaayes In hla striking work, 
Darhee Bahonah, lists these rules, 
which range from abandoned mour- 
ning customs (such as overturning 
the bed) to the introduction of 
piyyuHm into the service. 

Indeed, Kbhn mentions this fact, 
but somehow finds it difficult to 
accept the possibility that this 
process can also be curried on by 
Conservative Halaehlsts as well as 
Orthodox ones. He justifies this dis- 
criminatory attitude by the different 
ways in which spokesmen tor the 
non-Orthodox trends understand 
basic Jewish concepts such as Clod, 
Sluol and Torn. The fact Is that there 
has been no one concept of God or 
Sinai or Tora. Again. Doctor 
Abraham J. Reschel, in his 
monumental work. Toro atin 
Hashamayim Stt*aspttklarya shel . 
BadoTot, has documented and 
described the various modes of un- 
derstanding of these ideas. Does 
Kohn think that Maimonldes and 
Rabbi Amram Blau understand the 
Idea of Revelation In the same way? 

Kobn has not read the matexial 
published by the Oona er va tlve move- 
ment. We have Justified tl>e changes 
we have made in traditionally 
Halachlc ways. The rulings of the 
authoritative bodies of the move- 
ment have not been the results of 
whim or fad, but came after deep 
study and pi^erfiil consideration. 
The Conservative movement can be 


proud of its achievements in the 
Halachlc field. We have removed the 
embamssment of the opuna by in- 
voking reasoning suggested by a dis-' 
tinguished Orthodox scholar; we 
have confronted the problems posed 
by a modern industrial society that 
uses electricity to meet Its most 
basic needs (following the lead of 
Ashkenazi Chief Rs,bbi Shjbmo 
Gtoren) : we have tried to remove the 
embarrassing treatment of women 
to the synagogue ritual; and to deal 
creatively with the Utm^ (itself the 
product of a long period of change 
and modification). 

It so happens that to the area of 
giyyvr (converrion) the traditional 
rules are followed. Therefore, ft is 
particularly galling to experience 
the insulting rejection of con verrions 
carried out according to Halacha by 
those who are entrusted with its in- 
terpretation by tile State of Israel. 

It is quite clear to anyone with 
eyes to see that there Is no imanimity 
in Halachlc practice, and indeed 
there is pluralism. To some It is for- 
bidden to attend universities; to 
others. It Is a Tntilsva to support aun- 
iversity built under Orthodox 
auspices. To some it Is quite suf- 
ficient to have separate sections in 
the synagogues fbr women and men 
separated by on aisle. To others a 
synagogue is kosher only if there is a 
barrier as Idgh as a person to pre- 
vent men from even seeing women 
during the service. For others (most- 
ly Conservative and Reform) a con- 
temporary interpretation of Halacha 
permits xnbeed seating. 

The fact that there are different 
views does not make Halacha 
"relativistic." It rather points to the 
fact that a legal system is Inter- 
preted differently by people of differ- 
ing temperament and experience. 
This is xxot a weakness. It is. rather, 
a strength. Religious pluralism 
within Judaism is not onty part of the 
Jewish tr^tion: It is a prerequisite 
for a vibrant Judaism. Ktdm. Rabbi 
Neriyah and the Oiesaet should try. 
with all d.ue respect, to learn this 
lesson. Otherwise they may succeed. 
God forbid, to cutting off a good part 
of world Jewry from the religious 
life of tiie Jewish State.

To (he Editor of The Jerusalem Post 
sir, — . Tour editorial of November 
4 criticizing the president of the 
Manufacturers' Association. 1&. 
Shavit, for temporarily suspending 
Mr. Wertheimer's membersMpteom 
the Association, did not take izito 
consideration all the facts involved. 

The Manufacturers' Association Is 
a voluntary organtzation, whose 
members px^uee over 70 per cent of 
the Industrial output of the country 
and 80 per cent of its industrial ex- 
ports. It was and (s deeply eoneerned 
with the welftre of its workers, aad 
the fact is that strikes in private in- 
dustries were relatively rare com- 
pared with the many extended 
strfieea in government azid public 
enterprises. This was the result of a 
balanced policy which based wage 
increases on negotiations with the 
Histadrut snd on their linkage to the 
cQst-ot-Uvtag Index. The suecem of 
■this procedure is possible only if a 
voluntary organization deals In an 
organised and united way. Therefore 
a great number of devalnationa and 
price increases under the Labour 
Government were adjusted by this 
generally accepted procedure. 

One cannot free one self from the 
impression that the present strikes 


and demonstrations have a poUtical 
motivatloh and the same applies to 
Mr. Wertheimer’s action, ^lere is 
absolutely no reason why, with some 
goodwill, any adjustments required 
by the new economic policy should 
not be achieved by similar 
negotiations tlte way it was done ' 
before. 

m the case of Mr. Wertheimer, he 
deemed it right to announee his 
bonus in the presence of televisimi. 
radio and the press. This was an 
attempt to sidetraefc the established- 
relations between orgaziJzed in- 
dustry and organized labour, by hav- 
^ a private demoostratfrw of his 
own. 

While the extent of the pritto in- 
creases Is not even known, such a 
step taken in a demonstrative wtty 
can o^y complicate possible dis- 
f- iiawri mM and settlements.
